DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written descriptbn of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 and 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 

failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant has failed to describe an 
embodiment in which there is a pair of flag arms. As claimed in claim 1 , a flag arm acts 
to generate a signal from the detector. However, as shown at least in Figure 1 , the right 
arm 26 of Applicant's invention does not generate a signal from the detector. As 
understood, two signals would have to be generated if a pair of flag arms exists. Also, 
the specification does not disclose that there is a pair of "identical" flag arms. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1-7 and 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) insofar as understood. 

Referring to claims 1-7 and 9-13, AAPA shows in Fig. 4 a roller (106), a flag 
arm (108), and a photoelectric detector (104), wherein the roller (106) is connected to 
the flag arm (108) and vertical movement of the roller causes the flag arm (108) to 
move, and movement of the flag arm causes the photoelectric detector (104) to send a 
signal, the roller switch being characterized by the roller (106) being mounted on a shaft 
(Paragraphs 003 through 005). AAPA discloses the claimed invention except for a 
second identical flag arm. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to provide the second identical flag arm in the device of AAPA, since such a 
modification would have involved a mere duplication of a component. It should be noted 
that mere duplication of the known component is generally recognized as being within 
the level of ordinary skill in the art.

5. Claim 8 has been cancelled.
